5 Mis always dangcrona to give an 


infant, especially during the first two 
mouths of its life, solid lood ol any 
kind—such as bread, cakes, meats, veget- 
able or fruit.

C, Only after the seventh mouth, and 


when tho mother's milk in not BufUcieut 
to nourish tho child, should broths be 
allowed. Alter the iir«t year is ended 
then it is appropriate to give broth or 


apsniadewiti milk and bread dried 


} our rice, and the farinaceous articles, to 


rcpare or weaning. A child ought not 
to be waned until it has cut Us h»t 
twelve or thirteen teeth, and then only 
when in perfect health. 
7 A child should bo washed and- 


dressed every morning, before being 
nursed or fed. In bathing a child, tcm- 
per the water to the weather, earetutly 
cleanse thebody, and especially the geni- 
tal organs, which require great cleanh- 
ness and care; and the head should bo 
carefully freed from all scabs and crusts 
which may form. Where the belly-baud 
is used, it should be kept on for at least 
one month.
